With the innovation on the college campus of a. 
new and purported more democratic method of pledg- 
ing, attention is again drawn to the. matter of service 
clubs in relation to the rest of the Associated Students. 
The proposed pledging amendment is in the form of 
application blanks to be filled out by hopeful aspirants 
to service club membership and presented for consider- 
ation by members of the club. The intention of this move 
is to increase the scope of all clubs who adopt it, adding 
at the same time to the student’s chances of being ac- 
cepted into membership. 

Most assuredly, membership in any club rests with 
the discretion of the members. It is their prerogative to 
accept or reject who they please, and with every charter 
limiting the extent of peldging, it seems quite impossible 
that every student who enters college here can hope to 
attain membership in one of the eight campus service 
clubs in existence at present. 

The most logical solution seems to be a distribution 
of student interests through the revival of a number 
of campus organizations which have been discontinued, 
or the creation of new fields of service club activity. One 
such organization in existence on the campus in the past, 
to site an example was the Long Fellow’s club, which 
despite the name, was not a poetry-conscious body but 
an organization of collegians over six feet in height. 

There are innumerable other possibilities such as re- 
habilitation or increased activity in campus clubs already 
in existence. Most certainly, the solution does not lie in 
picking to pieces the eight service clubs for their avoid- 
able stand in the matter. E] Don recommends that leaders 
among the unpledged portion of the student body con- 
sider the matter carefully endeavoring to create a more 
active, enthusiastic college atmosphere.—B. ‘
